BeEavLieu is an exceptionally clear-sighted 
and impartial observer of Asiatic affairs and 
is" book may be read with. profit hy all 
interested in the Far Eastern question. The 
_.jpart of it to which we wish to draw particular 
.-atteation is the final’ chapter, in which he 
discusses the possibility of .2 diviston of the 


Empire. We mast he pardoned if we malce.| - 


arather long extract from the author's re- 
iaarks on this subject. ‘ Are we destined,” he 
asks; ‘soon to see a dismemberment of the 
“Middle Empire? No one at heart really 
“desires this, The division of this heritage 
“over which at least five or six heirs are 
“watehing will not easily be accomplished 
“by friendly arrangement, and the law-suits 
“of nations’ are decided by artillery. For 
“ twenty-five years continental Europe has 
“trembled atthe idea of a war... What 
“wonder that. the whole world shrinks 
““before the war caused by the break-up of 
“China, which. would be far more terrible, 
“would indeed be universal, for Great 
“ Britain,. Japan, ‘and the United States: 
“would participate as well as the continental 
“ Powers ?. Even granting that it be possi- 
“ble to settle the whole matter peacefully, 
“ what country fools ready to govern eight 
‘or @ hundred million Chinose? ‘It may 
‘be said that it is enough not, to govern 
“hem overmuch. But’ is not ;this pre: 
“claely sees hates us diffoult task for. an 


 Buropean administration, whoso policy 
“is always to -pay closé:attention to the 
“etaild and. to act- by ‘ales ?. To-day if 


“there are in. some corner of China a few 


“banda of brigande, scarcely any attention 
“is paid to then ; but when. such a corner 
“becomes an European colony, .the rulers 
“will desire to re-establish order, and in so 
«doing may perhaps provoke an insurrec- 
“tion, The introduction of our European 
“methodscunnot bat disturb a number of 
old customs, shock many of the traditions 
“to which the. Celestials are so firmly at- 
‘“taehed."" M. Leroy-Beavrie0 points to 
the tact required inthe government of 
Hongkong and Singapore, and the serious 
troubles in connection with the French 
Settlement at Shanghai, aud continues: 
“Tn a larger area the prolonged difficulties 
“felt in pacifying countries imbued with 
« Chinese, civilisation, as by the Buglish in 

« Burma, the French in Tonkin, the Ja- 
“panese in Formosa, show agains? what 
“obstacles pach foreign nation will run in 
“its slive of China.” 

The author's point of view, thongh nota 
new one, ig the only sound_one, and nothing 
can be lust ly a reiteration of such argu- 
ments as he advances ut the present, time, 
when it is to be feared that there ure many 
wuverers frum the policy of non-partition 
in England. As M. Lrnoy-Brautriu says, 


| the Powera. recoil before the consequences 


of a partition, but they fear that if they do 
not hasten, to appropriate what they wish 
for themselves some swifter rival will mark 
out for ite:If the lion’s share. This. is the 
possible exphimation of the Japanese action 
at Amoy. It is not so much that. any one 
nation wishes to cut up China at once (un- 
less it be Russia, and she. is not yet ready, 
with ihe Trans-Siberian line incomplete), 
but none wish to be left out when the cut- 
ting up takes place, if it must. All thé 
more necessary, therefore, is it for these who 
sve the inevitable il] results to come from a 
dismemberment of Chiua to be firm. If 
Japan has len frightened into deserting 
the “open door” party (whieh we are loth 
to believe), still more if is incumbent on 
Great Britian to maintain her position. : ‘Phe 
United States have the seme interest as our- 
selves in supporting this policy, but in elec- 
tion time the States are proverbially uncer- 
tain.. Russian and therefore, of course, 
France are ranged on the-other side. Italy 
and Austria are bound by the Triple 
Alliance to Germany, and Germany’s action 
ig ¥er, y problematical. Commercially .Ger- 
miny’s interests point in the wane *dirbetion 
as those of all tradiny nations, but it is well 
known that Germany's political attitude to- 
ward Russia has been growing recently more | 
and more friendly. In event of a ‘a decided’ 
split between. the Powers it is not casy to 
predict what Germany's action would be. 
The desire to uvoid European complications 
would weigh very heavily with the German 
Emperor. “The position is ‘very delicate, 
und the state of affairs has made many re- 
gret. that it was considered necessary to 
and the Indian troops at Shanghai, a step 
which has led to considerable misconception.
